One ot 
the most interesting points made by 
Dr. Coit was his stand that telepathy,

tering a home unbidden, seems only 
safe and right 
While so many are 


dabbling in cultlsm we have lost the 
sense of the individual. In closing Dr. 
Colt said that he is only pleading- that 
there shall not be the sense of mys- 
tery.

dered and burned. The trading vessel 
was looted and also burned. 


Captain Lindsay, owner and master 


of the Rabaul. prominent in the New 
Britain trad« was off the east coast of 
New Britain about 200 miles 
from 


Herbertshone 
recruiting 
laborers. 


About sundown when he anchored his 
ship for the night a. swarm of, native 
canoes came off and the blacks asked 
that he come ashore as plenty of mrn 
were ready to sign as laborers. Capt. 
Lindsay went ashore and was escorted 
to a big native house where about a 
hundred blacks were gathered. 


As he stepped In he was struck down 


from behind with a spear and 
th3 


blacks sprang upon him with knives. 
He fell bleeding from scores of wounds 
and was hacked to death. 
The body 


w;is then dragged out to the beach and 
burned. 
The flotilla of canoes then 


went off to the Rabual and 
blacks 


swarmed aboard. One after another 
the ten men of the crew were slaught- 
ered. Then while they lay on the deck, 
some rlead, some mortally wounded, n 
raid was made on the stores and kero- 
sene poured over the deck and In th 
holds making the ship a funeral pyre 
for the murdered men. Ship and vic- 
tims were destroyed. 


Some natives reported the occur 


rences to the captain of the steamer 
Canecog, which was In the vicinity. 
He at once steamed for Herbertshom- 
and reported It. A German punitive 
expedition was being prepared when 
the Canecog left the Islands. 


A report was also brought from the 


islands that the French 
recruiting 


Ketch Guadeloupe of forty tons was nt- 
tacked and wrecked by blacks in the 
New Hebrides at the same time at 
Mallieele, and the French captain and 
the native crew of eight massacred, 
but no confirmation had been received.
